If she is elected, 'Miss White will- be 
the first Indiana woman to hold a 
seji't in a state convention. The case 
attracted state-wide attention, as 
Miss White filed her declaration to 
•become a candidate in order that a 
ruling might 'be 
obtained on the 


point. 


The court 
recited 
from the law 


pointing -out that nowhere could he 
find any qualification 
that a dele- 


Sifite -to the stale 
convention must 


"ever be a voter, or of age." 


J1Since this question of conven- 


tions is not defined in the constitu- 
tion, the legislature has the right to 
prescribe qualifications. It has not 
done so," said the judge. 


"In fact, it is very plain in the 


statute that a person not living in 
the ward which the delegate is to 
represent, and 
not 
a legal voter.; 


may become a delegate. 


"Also, if so named, a Democrat 


could become a Republican delegate. 
All that is necessary 
is that the 


delegate, shall have filed the petition 
bearing names 
of ]0 voters of a 


party, residents of the county, one 
of whom swears he has voted for n 
majority of the candidates of said 
party in the preceding elections and 
intends to do so at the next election, 
and believes that the other signers 
do likewise. 


"The only stipulation is that, if..a 


person, thus nominated as a dele- 
gate wishes 
to withdraw, it is the 


duty of«the board of election com- 
missioners to notify 
the individual 


who verified 
for the delegate, 
who 


must name some legal voter to take 
the place left vacant. Even here it 
does not say 'some other legal vot- 
er,' but merely "some legal voter.1 


"This isn't a question of. voting at 


all," said the judge. "It is a question 
:>f just where the law permits or for- 
bids political parties in their selec- 
tion of delegates." 


One of the members of the Wnyne 


•onnt-y election board said following 
the ruling of Judge Bond: 


"The action of the election board 


was taken against t he placing of 
Miss White's name on the ballot be- 
cause of the opinion of the attorney- 
general 
of the state of Indiana, 


which was sent to us, and the an- 
nounced ruling of the state election 
board, both of which were to'the -ef- 
fect that women could not be candi- 
dates for delegates at this primary. 


"The ruling of Judge Bond, which
